frontman Chris Carrabba has revealed to

THE HANDMADE sign held by the hopeful soul, 
patiently stationed by the entrance of the bustling Empire 
reads: ‘NEED A TICKET, PLEASE HELP!’

Not when it’s just five days 
before the release of Muse's fourth album, ‘Black Holes And 
Revelations’ and not when tonight is the night the band i 
have decided to mark their first proper UK performance in od 
nearly three years with a free show for competition winners 
at this mid-sized theatre. You'd have to be insane to part 
with a ticket. 

Muse gigs have always carried a sense of spectacle to 
match even the grandest of their musical ideas, but the 
feverish excitement from tonight's crowd comes not only 
from a close-up chance to see a band last seen filling Earl’s 
Court twice over, but also to see where Muse could have 
possibly gone after 2003’s Armageddon-inclined opus, 

_. ‘Absolution’. Then again, as opener ‘Take A Bow’ unfurls cated 
- from a single piano riff into a symphonic supernova m 
- complete with cataclysmic big bang finale — it seems that 
following up an album that began with the end of the world 
is less of a concern when you have the whole solar system 
at your disposal. 

What's impressive about the new material isn’t just 
the fact that the neo-clubland pulse of ‘Map Of The 
Problematique’ or the groovalicious shakedown of single 
‘Supermassive Black Hole’ showing Muse to be masters 
of where-do-you-want-to-go-today? reinvention, but also 
how well it already translates to a live environment. For 
all their technical virtuosity and imagination, there’s an 
underlying, elemental energy to all Muse performances that 
can condense the most outlandish of impulses into a bullet- 
point blitzkrieg of knock-out intensity and heart-bursting 
song — one that needs no additional explanation. 

The fact that Matt Bellamy says barely two words to 
his audience all night scarcely matters when he's there, 
flailing about his piano for ‘Butterflies And Hurricanes”

for ‘Stockholm Syndrome’’s Slayer-baiting overdrive, 
unleashing noisy streams of alien feedback between songs

It’s a testament to their forward thinking that they close

THE MEAN Fiddler is nowhere near capac- 
ity tonight. It is, after all, quite an ambitious 
leap from The Black Dahlia Murder’s last 
London date at the Camden Underworld, 

but the lack of sweaty bodies does nothing 
to dampen what is an absolutely scorching 
bill. Despite their straight-edge vegan core, 
Maroon unleash a nose-smashing tirade of 
heavy-as-fuck metal, raw and brutal. The Ger- 
man five-piece have shared stages with many 
of hardcore and metal's superstars (Agnostic 
Front, Hatebreed, Sepultura), and after a long 
slog, look set to have their ‘When Worlds Col- 
lide’ album heard en masse. 

Born From Pain are no strangers to The 
Black Dahlia Murder fans having toured with 
them earlier this year, but their show tonight 
leaves a bitter taste. Long and repetitive, 
their normally ferocious sound lacks variety 
- unlike their merchandise stand which has a 
startling array of different designs. Capable 
of so much more, Che and co tonight just

play; they don’t destroy the venue. 

The Black Dahlia Murder, on the other 
hand, are a totally different beast. Launching 
straight from soundcheck into ‘Thy Horror 
Cosmic’, a frenzy of blistering, bludgeoning 
blastbeats from the ‘Unhallowed’ album, 
they pummel the Mean Fiddler with sound 
— double bass like a hail of bullets. Geeky and

IT’S SO metal it hurts. It’s the kind the kind 
of gig where it seems every other word of 
every overheard conversation is ‘Slayer’. A 
gig where a stroll through the car park to the 
venue is a car stereo crash-course in Slayer’s 
back catalogue. A gig where, even while tak- 
ing a piss a full hour before it all kicks off, all 
it takes is someone to yell ‘Slayer, mother- 
fuckers!’ for everyone else in the packed loo 
to respond with a spittle-spraying chant of, 
you guessed it, ‘Slayarrr...!’. 

It almost makes you pity Thine Eyes Bleed, 
who - despite a groundswell of raucous 
support from a crowd diminished by long 
beer queues — don’t quite manage to fill 
the venue with the sound of their guttural 
heaviosity. Children of Bodom do their best 
to keep their finger-splaying fretwork from 
echoing tinnily, but in the sweltering breeze 
itll take a metal cannon-blast from a band 
like Mastodon playing their home turf to 
really set this crowd alight. They set foot 
onstage to a sound that can only come 
from a throng of metalheads witnessing 
one of their own scaling lofty heights. They 
unleash the weirdly cybernetic opening riffs 
of ‘Circle Of Cysquatch’ from their upcoming 
‘Blood Mountain’ album on the unsuspecting 
horn-throwers. It soon morphs into a kind of 
high-volume, mind-bogglingly technical but 
neck-snapping mule-punch that could only 
be followed up by the anthemic brutality of 
‘Blood And Thunder’. No-one less than Lamb 
Of God could follow up such a celebratory 
atmosphere. The Atlanta crowd's southern 
affinity with the Richmond natives is hard 
not to notice. A crippling mosh erupts as 
Randy Blythe races along the stage and spits 
the voice of Satan into his microphone. He 
dedicates the twin-guitar blitzkrieg of ‘Red- 
neck’ to the laughing locals, and the band 
leave to the kind of screams for more that 
make it clear that, if Slayer have any heirs 
apparent, it’s Lamb Of God. 

But on tonight's evidence these demigods 
are in no danger of retiring soon. The lights 
dim and if you didn’t know a Slayer gig was 
on you'd think a riot was about to tear the 
venue down. Is it possible to not teeter over 
the brink of weeping with joy, headbang- 
ing, or shitting yourself at the utter coolness 
of ‘Mandatory Suicide’ or ‘Reign In Blood’? 
Not tonight it isn’t. Plastic seat-backs get 
slapped in unison at every pause to make the 
sound of a military rally. The brash riffage of 
‘Cult’ from their upcoming ‘Christ Illusion’ 
record gets the response usually afforded an 
already-established classic. That’s because 
these veteran thrashers have never deviated 
from the evil sound, their tireless stage 
presence or their almost unnatural ability to 
transform the multiple generations of friend- 
ly, beer-swilling metalheads into horn-throw- 
ing, moshing berserkers.

NO-ONE GIVES a fuck about The Hedrons. 
Tonight, one of the greatest bands to ever

Alice In Chains never officially 
disbanded following singer Layne Staley’s 
tragic death in 2002, and singer/guitarist Jerry 
Cantrell was always the songwriting soul of 
the band that grabbed heavy metal by the 
hand and dragged it kicking and screaming to 
meet its ghostly blues ancestry.

the very sound of despair and melancholy 
it's as if he’s channelling Staley himself. 
Suddenly all questions of whether this night

hitting the stage amid a tornado of 
rapid-fire drum bursts and grinding 
riffs, drenched beneath a blanket of 
synth-induced melodies to create a 
sound often as chilling as it is heavy. 
There are, however, a few minor fac- 
tors that currently route AOE to being 
a good band rather than a great one. 
One is their cock-chokingly frustrating 
insistence on keeping the snare pump- 
ing thick and fast, rather than letting 
the riffs take over to add a delicious 
groove-laden soundtrack for an audi- 
ence who mirror the band’s onstage 
energy. Otherwise, this would have 
much to offer a genre increasingly de- 
pendent on old hands such as Ministry 
for sustenance.

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T MAY only be midday, but the queue for New 
York's Roseland Ballroom already spills off West

production office - a vision of glamour and flamboyance in tight 
white trousers and a matching T-shirt.

Biology 
is a bitch when you're the king of ardrogynous punk rock. 

In the flesh, Havok is a truly striking figure, with high cheekbones 
and perfectly preened jet-black hair. He looks utterly otherworldly. 
We have a brief conversation about his long, immaculately painted 
fingernails (yes, they are real, folks), but there’s no time to stop 
and chat because there are 3,800 kids downstairs chanting his 
band’s name. 

These are extraordinary times for AFI. Hysteria follows them 
everywhere they go. Their latest album, ‘Decemberunderground’, 
debuted at Number One on the US Billboard chart. It’s already sold 
over 400,000 copies. To say AFI are seriously hot property in the 
States right now would be an understatement.

IT’S MIDDAY on a Thursday and 


Long Island, New York is humid as hell. Inside the 
Nassau Coliseum, Taking Back Sunday guitarists Fred 
Mascherino and Eddie Reyes are sweatily running laps 
around the giant circular building, closely watched by 
fans who've been waiting outside on the hot concrete 
since 6:45am. The girls are separated from their idols 
by a pane of tinted glass but they hold up signs as Fred 
and Ed pass: ‘We love you Fred!’ reads one, ‘Where's 
Adam?’ says another. 

The Adam in question, vocalist Adam Lazzara, 
is sitting inside the main arena smoking a cigarette 
after his own morning workout, and keeping himself 
amused with his Sidekick. Behind him, multiple crew 
members are exerting themselves on the huge stage, 
putting together the backdrops and lights for tonight's 
show: day two of a 22-date jaunt across America with 
Angels And Airwaves, Head Automatica and The 
Subways. All day, the backstage area is buzzing with 
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excitement, anticipation and last-minute organisation. 
While TBS get cleaned up after their work outs, Head 
Automatica head over to the MTV studios in Manhattan 
as part of their hectic promotional schedule. 

“This tour is really comfortable because we already 
know a bunch of people,” notes bassist Josh ‘Jarvis’ 
Holden on his way out. “I’ve known David [Kennedy, 
guitarist] from AVA for years so it’s really great to be 
doing this tour together.” 

Meanwhile, all four members of AVA are in their 
comfortable dressing room trying to help bassist Ryan 
Sinn get rid of the blinding headache he’s been dealing 
with all morning. Ryan lies on the ground, sunglasses 
on, clutching his forehead. “I’m fuckin’ dying,” he 
groans. “My eyes are fuckin’ killing me.” 

His bandmates have some interesting solutions. 

“D’'you want me to give you a lap dance?” offers 
drummer Adam Willard dryly. 

“Rub the bottoms of your feet!” pipes in David. “I'll 
take your boots off... I'll take your pants off!” 


“Take your dick out!” laughs frontman Tom DeLonge. 

The Subways too are holed up in their dressing 
room. The young trio — the only Brits on the tour — are 
thrilled to be on the line-up. 

“It's so exciting,” smiles bassist/vocalist Charlotte 
Cooper. “Playing in front of thousands of people every 
night is amazing. It’s insane to see people camping 
outside venues the night before the show but that’s the 
kind of love people have for Taking Back Sunday and 
Angels And Airwaves. It’s a great atmosphere.” 


THIS WILL be the biggest punk rock tour of 


the summer (with the exception of the gargantuan 
Warped) thanks to Taking Back Sunday’s increasingly 
gigantic profile, the ongoing buzz surrounding Angels 
And Airwaves and the pronounced hip-ness of Head 
Automatica. All three bands have released critically 
acclaimed albums in the last three months: TBS’s 
‘Louder Now’, released in April, has already sold over 
half a million copies. 

Today's date in Long Island is particularly special 
too, thanks to the fact that both TBS and HA grew up 
here. This is a homecoming of spectacular proportions; 
one that will inspire a visibly choked-up Adam Lazzara 
to stop an acoustic rendition of ‘Divine Intervention’ 
halfway through tonight, to announce to 14,000 fans 
that he, “used to deliver deli food just a few miles from 
here,” and that this is, “unbelievable.” It is a genuinely 
touching moment. 

For AVA, being in arenas was always part of the plan.

“I'll be honest with you,” shrugs Tom DeLonge, “when 
we made this band we were thinking of fuckin’ stadi- 
ums.

It makes me appreciate every single 
detail about being in a rock band. And the chance of 
playing in front of this many people feels 
epic.” 
nd tonight Angels And Airwaves put 

on a breathtaking show, the venue's vast 
scale perfect for the scope of AVA’s music. 
Delonge even pulls off a disappearing act 
halfway through the set, escaping from 
the stage during Box Car Racer favourite 
‘There Is’ and emerging at the very back 
of the arena, in the highest row. 

Until he announces, “I’m looking at 
you, but you’re not looking at me. Turn 
around!” no one’s even aware that he’s 
no longer on stage, thanks to some 
elaborate lighting tricks. As he makes 
his way through the crowd, back to the 
stage, the response is frantic, fans charg- 
ing towards him, reaching out to him, 
like he’s some kind of deity. It’s nothing 
short of phenomenal. 

There is very real hysteria for Taking 
Back Sunday too. Minutes 
before the headliners Head Automatica:

stage in their spotless black suits, audience members in 
the stands abandon their designated seats and rush, en 
masse, over the barriers, while a hopelessly outnum- 
bered security team watches on helplessly. It’s a scary 
few moments but the fans are utterly jubilant, leaping 
and hugging each other as they run towards the stage. 

It's also a night where every band excels. The 
Subways win over the crowd one fan at a time and Head 
Automatica inspire an unexpected circle pit — muscular 
men throwing hardcore dance moves to the shiny pop 
songs; one girl falling to her knees and singing along 
with an air microphone like it’s the most natural thing in 
the world. 

Backstage at the end of the night, vocalist Daryl 
Palumbo relaxes with his proud parents; his father Jack 
starting a debate about ‘80s haircuts, his mother Carol 
declaring that her son’s band deserves a set longer than 
half an hour. Daryl is pleased with the performance but 
is quiet and clearly exhausted by the day's activities. 

The following day, at Mansfield’s Tweeter Center — a 
huge outdoor amphitheatre — the news slowly spreads 
that the night was more taxing for Daryl than anyone 
was expecting. 


DESPITE THE biblical storm that starts date 


three — crew members wade through the flooded park- 
ing lot wearing nothing but shorts, to keep their clothes 
and shoes dry - the mood is upbeat. Adam from AVA is 
fooling around, at one point sneaking up behind TBS’s 
Matt Rubano and tugging his jeans down until Matt is 
exposing a lot more than he should be. TBS drummer 
Mark O'Connell is on the phone to his aunt trying to 
organise how to get 14 of his cousins into the show that 
night, and a very chirpy Billy Lunn from The Subways 
is getting to know his tourmates, geeking out with HA 
guitarist Craig Bonich about amps. 

But while Taking Back Sunday obsessively iron and 
de-lint their shirts for tonight's performance and Angels 
And Airwaves watch ‘80s cheese-fest ‘Footloose’, news 
is slowly spreading that Daryl is stuck in New York 
having spent the previous night in hospital because of 
his ongoing battle with Crohn's disease. There is much 
concern — Adam Lazzara even volunteers to sing in 
Daryl’s place for the night. Jarvis Holden is touched by 
the offer but says they, “could never play a show with- 
out Daryl,” because he’s so, “irreplaceable.” 

Daryl remains in hospital for another three days; his 
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bandmates going out on stage daily to explain 
why they can’t play and attempting to make up 
for it by meeting fans and signing everything 
in their sight. It is a deeply disappointing time 
for everyone, but the camaraderie between the 
bands and HA’s open communication with the 
fans keeps everyone's spirits up. 


SETBACKS ASIDE everything 


about this tour feels incredibly fresh. Exciting. 
Unpredictable. Rewind a few years and no one 
could've predicted that Taking Back Sunday 
would not only recover from the line-up chang- 
es that dogged them after their debut but would 
be headlining arenas. No one could've predicted 
that Tom DeLonge would emerge from Blink 182 
with a mission to expand people’s minds. No 
one could've known that Daryl! Palumbo would 
quit hardcore in favour of pop melodies. But 

all of the above did happen, and a tour of this 
magnitude is proof that 
taking massive risks can 
pay off. 

“This band is different,” 
states DeLonge about 
Angels And Airwaves. “The 
connection we have with 
audiences is like nothing 
I’ve ever had in my entire 
career. | really feel like we're 
offering something — an 
idea or a movement. 

“Much like punk rock got 
saturated, so did the whole 
emo thing,” he continues, 
“but Taking Back Sunday 
are doing something differ- 
ent. This is all something 
new.” 

He pauses. “You should 
come back and see

“That was incredible,” gasps frontman Ben 
Kowalewicz, shirtless and sweat-streaked, as he leaves 
the stage to howls of acclaim. “One of the best shows 
we've ever played.” 

Billy Talent are getting used to such devotion. Here 
in Germany they are huge, their faces peering from 
mainstream magazine covers, their videos playlisted 
on MTV alongside Pink and Franz Ferdinand. It mirrors 
their status back home in Canada, where their self-titled 
debut album is certified three times platinum, affording 
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them a level of Spinal Tap-style excess: the Toronto-based 
foursome arrived at a recent awards ceremony ina 
World War I] Sherman Tank. 

And now, slowly but surely, their profile is growing 
in the UK. In April they blitzed the second stage at Give 
It A Name, laying the ground for a sell-out UK tour. The 
response was so spectacular they instantly announced 
a further set of dates, this time in bigger venues. It all 
bodes well for their new album, ‘Billy Talent II’, which 
should see the band’s hooky, spring-loaded anthems slot 
neatly into the post-Fall Out Boy pop-punk firmament. 

“The ducks all seem to be lining up for us,” grins 
Kowalewicz, reaching for a towel and a cold beer. 
“Things are finally going our way.” 

He doesn't say it, but the implication is clear: it’s about 
fucking time. 


AN HOUR later Billy Talent are relaxing in the air- 


conditioned cool of their tourbus, curtains drawn against _ 
the blistering heat. A few metres away, in the backstage ~ 
enclosure, Muse - who will later be forced to cancel their 
headline appearance when a Biblical deluge floods the 
site — are watching England labour to a World Cup victory © 
over Ecuador. There's a hazy, mid-afternoon stillness in 
the air as the black-clad Canadians begin their post-show = 
celebrations. 

“We're too old for debauchery,” winks the singer. “But 
we still have our vices...” 

Kowalewicz does most of the talking. As you’d expect 
from his motormouth stage persona, the singer is a 
tornado of energy and charisma, spitting out anecdotes 
and self-deprecating jokes (no surprise, given his 
background in Canadian local radio). He’s also leaner and 
sharper-looking than when we last met, at Reading 2003. 
You'd never guess he was approaching 31. 

By contrast, guitarist lan D’Sa makes for an unlikely 
rock star. Born in Ealing, West London to Indian parents 
(he relocated to Canada aged 4), his quiet, studious 
personality is at odds with the outrageous flat-top ‘do’ 
that towers above his eyebrows. A former computer 
animator and the band’s chief songwriter, he speaks with 
a strong accent that twists “about” into “aboot”. 

Bassist Jon Gallant is more sure of himself, his hulking

presence belying a keen intellect. A University graduate, 
he once had a high-flying job on the stock market, and 
now uses that experience to negotiate Billy Talent's 
financial affairs. Sat opposite him is drummer Aaron 
Solowoniuk, the most enigmatic member of the band. 
Tall and good-looking, he barely speaks, but nonetheless 
exudes a calm aura born of a happy home life (he’s 
married with a daughter). 

As the foursome chatter amongst themselves about 
the summer ahead -— they can’t wait to hang out with old 
friends Alexisonfire on the Warped Tour — it’s obvious 
they're close friends. A tight unit. 

It hasn't always been this way. 


THE MEMBERS of Billy Talent met in 1993 at a 
high-school talent show in Mississauga, a backwater 
suburb of Toronto. Naming their band Pezz, they would 
rehearse in D’Sa’s parents’ basement and play tiny

local shows for their friends. 
Unburdened by ambition, Pezz’s music was wildly 
unfocused — a bit of Rage Against The Machine here, a bit 
of ska-punk there — but it didn’t matter. They were having 
fun. 

“Those were amazing times,” reminisces D’Sa. “For 
the first six years we were just renting out shitty little 
clubs, putting on our own shows, having a blast. No-one 
would book us to play real gigs so we would build our 
own stage out of hundreds of milk cartons, held together 
with duct tape.” 

It couldn't last. In 1999, with the responsibilities of 
adulthood beckoning, the band found themselves at a 
crossroads. Gallant quit to concentrate on his economics 
degree. D’Sa’s job forced him to move to Montreal, 

300 miles away. More seriously, Solowoniuk had been 
diagnosed with Multiple Sclerosis, plunging him into a 
black depression. To this day, the drummer keeps a fridge 
full of medicine on the tourbus, and has to inject himself 
three times a week. 

“| felt like my life was falling apart,” he says. “None of 
my dreams had come true — and | now had an incurable 
disease.” 

“That was the closest we ever came to splitting up,” 
admits Kowalewicz. “Things were looking pretty bleak.” 

It took a musical epiphany to rescue the band from 
oblivion. Isolated in Montreal, D‘Sa had been turned 
on to the jagged post-hardcore of At The Drive-In and 
Refused. The guitarist was floored. He’d never hard 
anything so raw and passionate. Determined to push his 
band in a similar, hard-edged direction, he wrote a song 
called ‘Try Honesty’. As soon as his bandmates heard it, 
everything fell into place. 

Gallant rejoined. Kowalewicz suddenly found his voice 
—a distinctive, throat-ripping squawk (“like a cat ina 
blender,” he laughs). Enthused by their new sound, the 
band changed their name to Billy Talent and recorded a 
demo, word of which soon spread through the industry. 
In 2002 they signed a deal with Atlantic Records, 
releasing their debut album the following year — a mere 
decade after their first gig. 

Don’t they ever regret the amount of time it took to 
‘make it’? 

“Not at all,” says D’Sa. “We've had to work so 
unbelievably hard to get where we are. But that just 
makes us appreciate what we've got all the more. We 
don’t take anything for granted.” 

What do you think would have happened if you'd had 
overnight success in your teens, like Panic! At The Disco? 

“Oh man,” laughs Kowalewicz. “We would have 
overdosed! | think we probably would have died. Or at 
least developed some serious addictions.” 

He pauses, suddenly lost in thought. 

“Then again, we would have slept with a lot of hot 
girls as well...”

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Classic rockers THE ANSWER are old school to the core. 
Meet the anti-Fall Out Boy... 


CA STRANGE thing is happening...” 


The Answer’s singer Cormac Neeson leans in con- 
spiratorially, words emerging from behind a sheaf of 
long, ginger hair. “...It's getting cool to like two minute 
guitar solos again. It’s getting cool to look out from a 
stage and see people smiling, having a good time and 
getting the pints in at a gig. It’s an odd thing to say but 
you're allowed to enjoy yourself at a gig again.” 

It’s a view point that stands defiantly in the face of 
much of today’s rock scene, one that’s based more on 
fury and punk than wild soloing, howling vocals and 
life-affirming choruses. But, for Downpatrick, Northern 
lreland’s The Answer, fitting their classic rock into 
what's fashionable and popular right now was never 
an option. 

“We've never looked to the current scene for our 
lead,” says Neeson, sitting in a West London pub with 
the other three members of his band. “It’s always been 
a case of playing the music we want to play. In fact, 
| don’t think we could do anything else but play this 
music.” 

And it’s a music they've been playing for six years, 
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ever since guitarist Paul Mahon and bassist Micky 
Waters were told of a singer who might be the perfect 
man for the band they were forming. It was a band 
based on screaming guitars, nailed down rhythms and 
a respect for their influences that flirts with reverence 
but settles on reinvigorating a tired genre. They wrote 
to Neeson, then waiting tables in New York and taking 
odd singing spots wherever he could, and asked him 
to fly back and try a few songs. Appropriately enough, 
that first song was Free’s ‘Alright Now’ and, with 
drummer James Heatley on board, they still haven't 
looked back. 

Four years of gigging followed — a period of time that 
might have dented the ambition of a band not blessed 
with The Answer’s confidence. “Aye, but we love this 
and believe in it,” says Neeson. “You've got to enjoy 
playing or there’s no point to it - whether that's in 
front of 10 people on a rainy Monday or in front of 
10,000 at the London Apollo. The music we were play- 
ing didn’t fit in with the latest mascara-clad scene and 
it meant we really had to scrape ourselves up from the 
bottom of the barrel; we had to really throw it in peo- 


ple’s faces. In the end, a lot of people were coming up 
to us and saying, ‘I didn’t want to admit it but | fucking 
love this kind of music’...” 

It means that, live, they’re as tight and explosive a 
unit you'll find - something that has seen them pick 
up support slots with the likes of Whitesnake with 
ease. But theirs was never a background that could 
allow something like that to go to their heads. “We 
couldn't go back to Northern Ireland with a head on 
us,” says Neeson. “If we did, they’d soon kick us back 
down. The Northern Irish are pretty grounded. They've 
given us a lot of support but,they’ll let you know when 
you’re out of line.” 

And it’s that background that shines from their mu- 
sic — an honesty and lack of pretence, music that isn’t 
afraid to exist for its own sake, to just do what it says 
on the tin. “That's maybe because of where we're from 
too - they call a spade a spade there,” says Neeson. 
“But, again, this is the only kind of music | could or 
would play, so | have no choice in the matter!”

Spencer, for the record, is exhausted. He and 
the rest of the Tampa, Florida sextet are currently 
coping with the notoriously rigorous Warped Tour 
schedule. This would probably be fine had they not 
spent their first day off flying to their hometown, 
playing a surprise show and then flying straight back 
to Warped to play another show. 

“Yeah,” sighs Spencer. “I’m pretty tired. We're all 
really sleep-deprived.” 

You'd think they’d be used to it by now. This is a 
band that loathe being off tour so much that they 
don’t even take time off to write music — they do it 
on the road, as they go. And all that work is starting 
to pay off. Their second full length ‘They’re Only 
Chasing Safety’ sold in excess of 500,000 copies, 
and their recently-released third effort, the explosive 
‘Define The Great Line’, is expected to take them to 
the big leagues, despite the band so far shunning 
mainstream exposure. 

“Radio and MTV never got behind us because 
we're too heavy,” Spencer explains. “If people get 


behind us that’s cool but only if everything's kept the 
way we intended. With the last record they wanted 
us to do radio edits for songs and we fought it and 
fought it until eventually they gave up. | mean, | just 
don’t think that compromise is necessary to survive 
as a band. There are no good radio stations out 
there anyway. We're not trying to please anybody 
but ourselves. The primary focus for us is our 
personal beliefs.” 

And those beliefs have also been the source of 
controversy, thanks to their well-documented faith. 

“We're not your average Christian band,” explains 
Spencer, “but a big part of our goal as a band is to 
change the idea of what Christianity has become 
and what people think it is. We're all honest, loving 
and respectful people. And whatever preconceptions 
people have of us are usually changed as soon as 
they meet us. We don’t write worship songs, but it's 
an integral part of who we are and why we do this. 
It doesn’t matter if we don’t have the same belief 
systems as our fans because we can respect them 
and hopefully they can respect us because they like 
our music.” 

Underoath aren't afraid to shout about charitable 
causes too. The inlay to ‘Define The Great Line’ 
features URLs for websites that seek to raise money 
for women fighting breast cancer, and to highlight 
the plight of youth in war-torn Uganda, among 
others. Fighting to defend their beliefs has left the 
six band members — who all met “through friends of 
friends in High School and through local bands” —a 


tighter group. The thoughtful frontman talks about 
his bandmates fondly. 

“All of us are very different with very different 
backgrounds and different responses to everything, 
but we all have the same goal,” he says. “Each 
of us brings something different and we all have 
equal input. Tim [McTague, guitar] is really mellow, 
Chris [Dudley, keyboards] is the people guy, Grant 
[Brandell, bass] is the nerd who doesn’t know he’s 
the nerd, James [Smith, guitar] is the ultra quiet one 
and Aaron [Gillespie, drums] is the drama queen. But 
we are one unit.” 

With Warped Tour head honcho Kevin Lyman 
predicting Underoath will be the breakout band 
of the summer, gushing reviews abounding for 
‘Define...’ and an upcoming stint on the UK ‘Taste Of 
Chaos’ tour, alongside Taking Back Sunday, it’s fair 
to say that Underoath are headed for great things. 

Spencer remains modest. 

“Our goal isn’t to be the biggest band in the world,” 
he shrugs. “A lot of kids out there now are trying to 
be the next MCR. That's not our goal. There are a 
lot of radio rock-pop bands that aren't challenging 
kids to try something new. But we want to open 
people’s minds. We just want people who love our 
songs to come see us. It’s that simple. Whether 
that’s a thousand kids or 500,000 kids it’s all fine 
to us...”

WHEN KERRANG! spoke with 
Devin Townsend just a week after 
Strapping Young Lad's triumphant 
spot at Download this year, the 
frontman and creative brains behind 
the Canadian metallers sounded like 
he had run out of steam. Exhausted 
from months of combining work on 
the new Strapping album with his solo 
and production commitments, he said 
the band’s upcoming US Ozzfest tour 
would be their last for a while —- and 
given that ‘The New Black’ completes 
their five-album contract with Century 
Media, it’s the perfect opportunity to 
take a break and try to reconnect with 
what it was that inspired him to create 
music in the first place. Astonishingly, 
for a man who has spent the majority 


of the past decade churning out 
myriad quality metal albums and 
producing landmark releases by the 
likes of Lamb Of God, Darkest Hour 
and Soilwork, he admitted that his 
desire to even pick up a guitar had 
recently deserted him. 

It makes sense, then, that with 
‘The New Black’ Townsend wanted 
to return to the sound of the band’s 
first album, 1995's ‘Heavy As A Really 
Heavy Thing’; a time when metal was 
still fresh and exciting to him. Accord- 
ingly, it crackles with the same sense 
of humour and irony of that debut 
— see the ballistic ‘You Suck’, complete 
with chants of 'You and your band, 
you fuckin’ suck!’ and the sensation- 
ally potty-mouthed couplet ‘Even

your girlfriend fuckin’ sucks/Hell yeah, 
she fuckin’ sucks/Fuck you, you fuckin’ 
fuck/Hell yeah, you fuckin’ suck!’. 
There is, however, a lot more to album 
number five than gags. 


Indeed it’s impossible to deny 
the power of songs such as ‘Anti- 
product’ or ‘Wrong Side’, each a 
sonic maelstrom of Gene Hoglan’s 
furious double-kick drumming, Jed 
Simon's tear-your-face-off riffing and 
the sort of explosive guitar solos 
DragonForce would be in awe of. 
‘Far Beyond Metal’, meanwhile, is a 
song so bombastic and complex it’s 
more like a mini metal opera with 
the volume set to 11; a testament to 
Townsend's towering songwriting 
vision. 

Frustratingly, though, ‘The New 
Black’ falls short of being the stone 
cold classic Strapping Young Lad 
are clearly capable of. Intense, 
powerful and noisier than a buck’'s 


night in Hell, sure, but where peers 
such as Arch Enemy and In Flames 
harness their racket and focus it into 
a memorable metallic concoction, 
SYL's unrelenting brand of chaos, 
while amazing to witness, is difficult 
to remember once the last note has 
faded. 

It's a problem that’s plagued the 
band throughout their career, and 
should ‘The New Black’ really prove 
to be their last album for some time, 
it's a shame that it couldn't rectify 
the situation.

Download festival alongside Metallica, Tool 
et al, opening for Guns N’Roses for their New York 
dates, European and UK tour and getting invited to play 
the Van's Warped Tour. Not bad going for “four Welsh 
pissheads”! Drummer Michael ‘Moose’ Thomas reveals 
all... 


So — the Guns N’Roses tour. A dream come true? 

Moose: “The rest of the guys are huge, huge fans. | must admit | 
was more into the heavier stuff when my mates all got into GN’R 
-|'m more of a Metallica, Megadeth type of guy. But the shows 
were pretty amazing; the New York shows were intense. The 
audiences were impatient for Guns to take the stage, which is 
understandable, so they weren't really that receptive to our set. 
The European shows have been much better, the crowds aren't 
so insane, they’re willing to give us a chance, and you could tell 
some of the audience were really into it, so we got ourselves 
some new fans. Mission accomplished.” 


There must be some wild aftershow parties on the G N’R tour... 
Moose: “I’m sure its nothing like it was in the ‘Appetite For 
Destruction’ days, its been pretty tame. But there have been 
loads of celebrities at the aftershows — | saw Matthew Perry from 
‘Friends’, and [martial arts star] Jet Li! | didn’t run after them 
with my autograph book or anything, though — | just sort of sat 
there thinking, what are we doing here?! We're just four Welsh 
pissheads!” 


How are you digging the stadiums? 

Moose: “We are loving it — playing support at these huge places, 
we're just preparing for the shows we'll be playing in a couple of 
years, getting a feel for the big stages and the huge audiences. 
Don't get me wrong, we love playing smaller venues, but we’ve 
been doing that for ages. We love arenas, we want to play 
stadiums. When | was a kid, | listened to stadium rock, those are 
the places | wanted to play.” 


Did you enjoy Download? 

Moose: “It was fantastic, unbelievable. | just remember sitting 
at my drumstool, looking out at the crowd, and thinking, ‘| can’t 
believe all these people have come to see my little band!’. When 
you’re on the road, touring all the time, it's difficult to get a 
handle on how big everything's getting, and how fast. It’s only 
when we get a couple of weeks off and go home that it all sinks 
in.” 

What's your post-gig ritual? 

Moose: “After we walk offstage, we’re pretty fuckin’ tired, so we 
go back to the dressing room, take a breath, and then talk about 
how the show could have been better, if it’s been a bad show. 
We're always learning. A good show? That's if we get a good 
crowd reaction, and enjoy ourselves onstage.” 


What goes on in the bus between shows? 

Moose: “The other guys love watching movies; they were up the 
other night, watching four in a row. Personally, | prefer to listen 
to my iPod. I've been listening to ‘Somewhere In Time’ by Iron 
Maiden a lot recently. And our new demos for the new record.” 


What do you like most about touring? 

Moose: “Definitely playing the actual shows — | can’t describe 
how it feels, to be playing before people who appreciate what 
you're doing, who respond to it and really seem to get it. We’d 
go see shows as kids, Pantera, Metallica, Machine Head, and 
we all really wanted to be up there - to grow as a band, to 

take our music to the arenas and stadiums. | don’t have the 
planet-swallowing ego of a rock ‘n’ roll star, but | do love to play 
stadiums, and it’s what | want to do for the rest of my life!”
